There is a fixed idea on the part of 
many doctors th at the state of the 
health depends on the condition of 
the colon. They are about right as I 
see it. 
You will recall that the lowest and 
final part of the intestinal tract is 
called the colon. In constipation this 
Is more or less packed with fecal m at­ 
ter. 
The pojnilar Idea la that all this 
Is waste material, th at the body has 
appropriated w hat it could use and 
has rejected 
because 
it possesses 
nothing of value. 
W hile m uch of It 
is waste, pure and simple, a consid­ 
erable part of the contents of the co­ 
lon is made up of dead bacteria and 
bacterial growth. 
Because of intestinal sluggishness 
and the action of the germs or bac­ 
teria upon the fecal m atter, ferm en­ 
tation and purification result. These 
processes produce poisons which are 
absorbed by the system, aud cause 
all sorts of 
symptoms. 
Headaches, 
loss of sleep, fitful appetite, Inflam­ 
mation of the bowel lining, neuritis, 
and loss of general efficiency are com­ 
mon effects. 
Since it became 
known th at the 
colon Is capable of holding such a 
putrid m ass of germ laden material, 
there has been much discussion of 
what 
to do about it. To get rid of 
the reservoir It used to be recom ­ 
mended in the most solemn m anner to 
ojierate and remove the colon. 
Operations are often necessary and, 
when properly done, promote hum an 
happiness and extend 
the span of 
life. 
But, in any case, I view with 
suspicion the advice to operate, un­ 
less the doctor has given considera­ 
tion first to every possible remedial 
measure. 
Certainly, it would be 
a 
confession of medical weakness to re­ 
move an organ simply because its 
function might be delayed. 
Along comes 
another 
authority 
claiming that old age is due to intes­ 
tinal germs, lie recommended sour 
milk as a means of relief, pointing lo 
the Bulgarians, who drink much of it, 
as wonderful examples of youthful­ 
ness even in advanced age. 
The latest plan to overcome in tes­ 


tinal ferm entation is to give cultures 
of "Bacillus Acidophilus,” milk con 
taming this germ. This is rarely use­ 
ful. 
You know how Important it is to 
keep the weeds out of your garden, 
so that the "garden tru ck ’’ can grow. J 
If you plant thickly the seeds of your 
vegetables and properly cultivate the 
soil, the good seeds grow and thrive, 
giving the rank weeds no chance. 
The purpose of giving the bacillus 
acidophilus is to plant in the colon, 
colonies or garden of a friendly and 
useful germ. W hen once It is thriv­ 
ing, the bad 
and ferm enting germs 
are crowded out. When the unwelcome 
germ s no longer multiply, ferm enta­ 
tion and putrefaction disappear. This 
is the theory. 
Unfortunately, lack of exactness in 
carrying out the methods of using thf^ 
Bulgarian bacillus and the bacillus 
acidophilus, may result in failure of 
relief. There m ay be oth er reasons 
for failure. 
Chief of these, perhaps, 
is the wrong choice of the daily foods 
and the lack of exercise. 
Common sense demands that the 
natural m ethods should come first. 
Then we may add the use of kindly 
and friendly germs to kill off the un­ 
friendly and harm ful intestinal bae 
teria. 
H ere it is that the bacillus 
acidophilus may serve mankind.
